Experience in the Supreme Court of the United States. By A. H. Garland. 
Washington, D. C. John Byrne & Co., 1898. Cloth, pp. 100. 

This is a book of reminiscences, written in a delightful vein, and of sug- 
gestions as to some changes needed in the practice of this and other courts. 
The suggestions, coming from a lawyer of more than thirty years' experience 
at the Supreme Court bar, are entitled to great weight. The impression of 
the court and the experiences in it are probably the more valuable part of the 
book. They are valuable not as hints to others, but as the story of part of the 
life of such a man as Mr. Garland. While he was not one of our great men, he 
had a work to do, and did it courageously, honestly and well. To come into 
contact with such a man through the simple, direct pages of a book like 
this is an inspiration. All Americans have cause to be glad that a man of 
Mr. Garland's ability and knowledge of the highest court in the land should 
have the unbounded faith in it which he shows. It is reassuring after the 
criticisms one occasionally meets.
